1., Large numbers of refugees are arriving daily at Wipperfurth Camp, 
mainly from New Poland, Train loads contain from 1500 to 2000 
people, and there are as many as 10 batches per week. 


Refugees have generally experienced an exhausting journey, mving 
spent as long as 14 days in transit, with no cooked meals until 
they reached the British Zone. 


Consequently they arrive ina dirty, exhausted condition and ina 
state of lowered resistance, liable to succomb to, and to transmit 
epidemic disease, 


Every precaution is taken both on arrival in the British Zone and 

in the camp to detect and prevent the spread of infection. In spite 
of this it is unnecessary to emphasise the ever-present danger of 

the introduction and spread of epidemics as a result of these moves, 
partioularly in view of the conditions in the British Zone, With a 
population in its present malnourished state, and consequently ill- 
equipped to resist infection, the danger of an outbreak ani widespread 
trouble becomes daily more imminent, 


No notification is at present received at this HQ from the countries 
of origin of the refugees regarding their state of health on departure, 
or of health conditions in the areas from which they come (i.e, 
whether particular infectious diseases are present or endemic). 


It is requested that representations be mde at the highest level 
for early informtion to be obtained in advance in respect of these 
moves, detailing the conditions of refugees on departure and a 
statement with refereme to health conditions in the areas from which 
they leave. 


In the absence of the necessary information, this HQ will find it 
difficult to control serious outbreaks resulting from the introduction 
of people from infected areas,

In the agreement of 5 January between you and the re- 
presentative of the Polish Government Minister Wolski 
the flow of Germans transferred from Poland to the British 
Zone in Germany was established for 8000 persons daily.

The cancelling of the sea route via Luebeck practi- 
cally diminished this number and now your information that— 
from the 26th July the British Authorities reduce it even 
more appeares to be an one sided regulation. The above 
mentioned agreement is a mutual one and any eventual alte— 
rations may be done by mutual understanding only. 


Consequently we cannot agree with any such alterations 
done by the British Autmrities only. 


However, appreciating the difficulties which the Bri- 
tish Authorities have in locating Germans, we are treating 
the information about reducing the number of Germans from 
8000 to 5000 as a proposal for the agreement to be altered 
and as such we forward it to adequate branches of our Go- 
vernment.

Both sides have agreed that reception and handing-over of transferees to 
implement the Control Couneil'l plen of 1711.45, to revise the present systen 
of reception and handing-over of German transferees fron Poland to the Soviet 
occupation zene of Germany, and make the following agreenent: 


le GEXERAL COMDITICHs. 


The reception of German transferees from Poland into the Seviet occupation 
zone of Germany to omtime in the spirit of the decisions of the Tripartite 
Berlin Confereice and the Gontrol Council's plan of 17.11.45< 


RECEPITO-HANDING OVER PO 


The movenent of Germen transferees is to be carried out by rail. transport, 
Recevtion end handing-over to take place at reception points: FoRsT, 
GOumLTrus (Gerlats), by means of trains from Poland at these pointse ‘The 
total number of trensfer-trains to be fixed at not lesa than one train per 2h 
hours at each reception-transfer point.

z Number of German evacuees. 


The number of Germans which, under the agreement, will be evacuated to 
the Soviet Zone, amounts to 600,000 persons. The Czecho-slovak authorities 
guarentee that the number evacuated will not exceed that figure. 


II Supplies for the evacuees. 


1. Property: the evacuees may take such articles of their property as are 
legally permitted to be taken out of Czecho-slovakia, up to a weight of 50 ke. 
per head, 


2. Money: each of the evacuees will receive fran the Czecho-slovak authorities 
cash to the amount of 500 ReM. or occupation marks which are a dirouletion in the 
Soviet Zone of occupation. 


IIt Sanitary Requirements. 


1. Persons not to be evacuated: Sufferers from infection ani epidemic diseases, 
and with suspicious symptons up to complete recovery or to expiration of quarantine, 
pregnant women within six weeks of delivery and mothers up to the sixth week after 
childbirth, are excluded from the evacuation. 


2. Separation of the sick from the healthy. Persons requiring medical treat- 
ment, apart fran those excluded under sub-para (1) are to be evacuated by way of 
normal trensport, but in separate coaches, and with provision of the necessary 
medical attention.

1. Rail trms : Transport will be supplied on two routes: PODMOKLI - 
BAD SCHANDAU and TRSCHNITZE - GERA, TRSCHNITS - ALTMVBURG, By each of these 
routes 3 trains with evacuees will be despatched daily, except om Sunday: thus 
the Soviet authorities will receive six trains every day except Sundays.

2 Composition of trains. Each transport will consist of 40 closed cars for 
(Pens ond their baggage, one or two cars for Germens and their baggage (Sic),

Movement of evacuees by water will be carried out by 
barges adapted for this purpose, up to the following destination points: for 
the province of SAXONY - the port of WITTENBERG ami far the province of 
MECKLENBURG - the port of WITTMYDERGE. This means of transcort is only possible 
during the sumer months. 


v Provisioning of lvacuees. 


1. Qn Czechoslovak territory, Czechoslovak authorities will take care of the 
feeding of evacuees. 


2. For the feeding of evacuees beyond the fraitiers of the Czechoslovak Republic, 
each trensport going to Bad-Schandau will carry provisions for 4 days, transports 
to Gera-Altenburg, provisions for 4 days, evacuees travelling by river to the port 
of WITTENBERG (SAXONY) - provisions for 3 days, and for those going to the port of 
WITTENBERGE (MECKLENBURG) - for 5 days, for each separate persons, in accordance 
with rations fixed in Czechoslovakia. Stocks of provisions will be kept in a 
separate van or in a separate part of the barge and at the point of destination 
will be handed over to the appointed authorities, except for trains caning from 
TRSCHNITZE, where they will be handed over at the station of DRAMBACH.

2. On the part of Czechoslovakia, the goverment representative for the evacuation 
of Germans from the C.5S.R., Counseller of the Ministry of Internal Affairs, 

Doctor Antonin KUTCHERA, Supported by military and other officials taking part 

in the matter of evacuntion, is authorised to amrry om all negotiations on 
evacuation matters with the Soviet authorities. 


3. In view of the fact that, as a result of intensification of the evacuation, 
minor complications may arise, Lt.Colomel ANDREAS - a member of the Czechosloval 
Military Mission in Berlin, assisted by one officer, will be appointed for 
straightening out such complications.

In the first phase of the scheme for evacuation and resettlement into the 
British Zone which was put into effect/ at the end of February, of this year a number 
of persons in need of care, sick, infirm, and arphans,were not evacuated. In 
arranging transport and acconmodation of these people, may the following points be 
considered, 


i. Trains so far available for this evacuation scheme have camprised only goods 
trucks. Special trains are therefore necessary to transport the personnel of these 
establishments. If hospital coaches are not available it is suggested that 

passenger coaches be used in which at least there are seats and a number of stretchers 
could be placed, 


2. Since it has generally been found that in reception areas the accommodation 
provided is very bare, it is absolutely urgent to transport the most necessary 
articles of equipment, i.e. linen, bedding, bedsteads and mttresses etc.... 


3e For the transport of these items there must be a sufficient number of goods 
trucks attached to each train, 


bee At least two trains are required, each with about 20 passenger coaches and 
12 goods trucks, which would have to travel in each direction several times as 
did the other evacuation trains. 


5e Breslau and Glatz would come first in priority as departure stations, 
though it would be desirable for the trains to continue as far as Mittelwalde, Bad 
Kudowa and Bad Landek. 


6. So far as can be ascertained, there are still some 4,000 aged, infirm, 
chronically sick and mentally defective inmates of the Caritas homes in Lower 
Silesia, as well as about 1,800 orphan children. In addition there must also be 
ceamsidered the personnel of the Evangelical Institutions as well as the large 
number of people needing care and assistance who had to be left behind in the 
previous evacuation. 


de Conversations with directors of the Caritas in reception areas, namely the 
diocess of Hildesheim, Munster, Osnabruck and Paderborn, show that present 
accommodation in these areas is totally insufficient for such vast numbers, It is 
suggested that such suitable buildings as former N.S.V. homes, large R.A.D. camps 
Luftwaffe training schools, etc., might be taken over for this purpose.
